Au Indian maiden will chnoae 
a white man for a husband every time, fur h« 
makes a hotter provider than an Indian. ])y 
marriage she thinks she confers a great lionoi 
on him in thus elevating him to citizenship in 
her nation, and conferring upon him free 
lands, no taxation, office in tho tribal govern- 
ment, and other emoluments, Many of those 
half-brood Cherokee women are cultivated in 
mind, beautiful In person, industrious in habit, 
and w ill compare well with the more favorec 
women in the north and east Thoy have mag- 
nificent heads of hair, long and black, all theii 
own, and with jet black eyes and pearl teeth 
dressed in that ftishionableattiro in which thoj 
all love to appear, they would not bo recognized 
in eastern drawing-rooms as that part of tin 
original inhabitants of our country known aa 
squ&ws, a namo long since repudiated hero. 
Lot it bo known, then, that white men of worth 
and character are popular among the beauties 
of this torritory.and four out.of five who come to 
make a homo among them, marry these dusky 
mudena, get a citizenship, surround them- 
selves with ample acres and tho comforts of

Glass Shingles. 


A manufacturing firm in Pittabnrg,says Tho 


Brick, Tile, and Material Keview, lias made a 
DOW departure in the use of glass, a patent 
having recently boon granted to them for the 
manufacture of glaas shingles. It is claimed 
for this material that it ia more durable, 
stronger, and more impervions to i-jiin than 
slate or any other substance now used. Tha 
manufacture of these shingles will also be 
comparatively inexpensive, and thoy can bo 
placed in position by any ordinary workman. 
They can bo used for weather-boarding or 
aiding honaes.and will be found especially ser- 
viceable for conservatories or hot-houses, as 
thoy can bo made of transparent as well as of 
Dp»'nu° 
or 
transparent 
glass. 
These 
shingles have the advantage of slate in 
several 
particulars. 
In 
consequence of 


their ahapo they lio solid on the roof, and so 
"an be used on comparatively flat roofs, and 
thev will admit of persona walking on them 
without danger of fracture, a quality which 
slate does not possess. 
They aro interlocked 


so as to leave the interstices between them, and 
Dne rivet holds each pair of shingles, so that 
tliov cannot be forced from their places by 
wind or other atmospheric disturbances. They 
are also made so as to have very little waste 
material. 
It takes 800 slates, each eight by 


twelve inches, to cover what is technically 
known as a "square" of roof (a snace measur- 
ing ten foot each way), but 150 of these Bhiii- 
eles will suffice for the same space. Slates lap 
on 
the 
ends 
In 
the 
roofing, 
but

shingles lap on the sides. 
It lias 
been proved by experiment that of two 
idiacent 
houses 
ono 
covered 
with 
state the other with translucent glaBs, and 
the heat of a room near the roof in the former 
building will exceed that of ono similarly situ- 
ated ia the latter, during summer, by thirteen 
•Icgrees; glass loots aro also warm in winter, 
aiasa is likewise a non-conductor of electricity, 
ind houses with tlieso roofs will need no light- 
ling conductors. Although the kind of glass 
intended to be used in these shingles is non- 
transparent, yet spaces for skylights may be 
tilled with transparent glass. Tho exposed 
parts of the shingles are corrugated to increase 
:hn strength and carry off the water. The firm 
will construct tho shingles in handsome dia- 
mond shapes, and they can ha supplied in any 
;olor required, or of no color if preferred. A 
roof with colored border and opalescent body is 
said to very handsome.

THE FREE MAIL DELIVERY. 


A System that Decatur Can Have, but 


Not Until tbe nouses are 


Numbered. 


In conversation with Capt. B. P. Lytle, 


our postmaster, we learn that he has 
made application to the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington, asking that Decatur 
be given the free delivery system of mail 
matter, on the ground that the Decatnr 
office during the past two years has done 
a business each year exceeding 820,000. 
The claim is a just one and under the 
law we are entitled to the delivery sys- 
tem, so that we can have our letters and 
papers delivered without cost at our 
places of business and at our homes. 
But in order to secure this wished-for 
benefit all the business houses and resi- 
dences in the city on every street within 
the limits of the town must be numbered, 
so that the carriers may find the proper 
addresses with «s great speed as possible. 
The numbering of the houses is all that 
the government requires of the city, and 
before the system is given to this point, 
this demand must be met. In a few days 
a special agent of the postal department 
will visit Decatur to consult with Post- 
master Lytle and tbe city authorities 
about the matter. In order to expedite 
things the city should proceed at once, 
and commence figuring on the cost of 
numbering the houses. 


A Saving of $1OO. 


It will be remembered that 90 feet of 


the north'end of the old county bridge 
above the water works was carried away 
by the high water on February 15. The 
break has been repaired with new trestle 
work and a new floor has been put down 
placing the bridge in a better condition 
than ever before. In order that travel 
might not be impeded the commissioners 
thought it .best to make the repairs with- 
out giving ten days' notice and letting 
ihe job out by contract.

The Christian Caurcn Revivalist. 


The Rev. W. G. Black, the celebrated 


revivalist of the Christian church, paid 
Decatur a visit yesterday, and delivered 
a sermon at the Christian church before 
a large congregation.

Decatur was not dis- 
appointed m hearing Rev. Black. He is 
a gifted divine, and in the opinion of 
those who heard him, the secret of his 
success is his faith, bis earnestness and 
his eloquent arguments. 


The City's New Pump. 


The fire and water committee and oth- 


ers in authority last evening heard the 
reports of the experts, Mr. Bold and Mr. 
Stafford, as to the acceptability of the 
new Clapp & Jones pump, which if re- 
ceived will cost the city $8,750. Mr. Staf- 
'ord reported: "As a practical engineer 
[ have examined the machinery ot the 
lumping engines and find they are very 
substantially built. When making 70 to 
iO revolutions per minute no jar was 
observed. But there is a defect iu the 
working of the pump on the east side. 
There is a knock or jar that Clapp & 
Jones should remedy in order ta make 
:he pump noiseless. I would also call at- 
;ention to the cut-oil'. This should be 
made more substantial on the east side. 
The rods tremble when the pump is run 
at great speed. When these changes are 
made I can cheerfully recommend the 
pump." Mr. Bold made about the same 
objections to the pump except that the 
cut-oft' is defective. After some discus- 
sion it was agreed that Mr. Faries be 
added to the committee of experts and 
:hat they decide what changes should be 
made, before the fire and water committee 
makes its final report to the council. Mr. 
31app, who went east last night, stated that 
le is willing to make any alterations that 
may be necessary, and thnt in case the 
Decatur experts cannot agree he will sub- 
mit the pump to n test to be made by 
outside experts. The council should not 
be rushed in accepting the pump. It 
should be thoroughly tested, until it is 
[earned beyond a shadow of doubt that it 
31Is all the requirements, and can fur- 
nish the pressure desired. Clapp & Jones 
bave drawn on Decatur for $7,000 but of 
course the money will not be paid over 
until the authorities accept the machine. 
The council will abide by the decision of 
the experts, Stafford, Bold and Faries, as 
to what changes shall be made.

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DHCATOR IN ITALY- 


Interesting Extracts from a Recent Letter 


W^rltten by Mr. L. L. Burrows, 


Now in Europe. 


FiiOBBNCE, March 6th. — An hour's ride 


from Naples brought us to Pompeii, and 
we spent .three hours walking around 
among the ruins of that ancient city 
which, until recently uncovered, lay 
buried under an avalanche of lava from 
Vesuvius for 1800 years. Up and down 
the streets we went on the original pave- 
ments, in and out of the old palaces and 
dwellings, still showing much of their old 
splendor of architecture and decoration. 
It wag hard, to realize its actual age and 
liiatory. Everything has been cleaned of 
the lava and it remains to-day a deserted 
city, every house of which is more or less 
preserved. Of course the movable arti- 
cles found in the houses have all been 
removed to the museums, such as marble 
and bronze statues, household furniture, 
elegant mosaics, hundreds of human forms 
and animals also. The stores still contain 
their marble counters, and in the houses 
are to be seen marble fountains, bath tubs, 
earthen jars, &c. Nearly every house is 
frescoed more or less, and some most 
elaborately, and these are well preserved. 


A night's ride from Naples brought us 


at 6 a, m. to this the center of Italian art, 
and we have been cultivating the old 
masters in the galleries here to the best 
of our ability ever since we arrived. Our 
first day we spent mainly in the Ufizzi 
gallery and some few of the most noted 
churches. 
We had a letter of introduc- 


tion to a promising young Chicago artist 
who has spent the past three years here, 
and to whose kindness and artistic 
knowledge we are much indebted for as- 
sistance in seeing the art treasures here. 
Upon his invitation we had the pleasure 
of spending a charming evening with a 
select coterie of seven "true blue" Ameri- 
cans, among them Mi. Larkin Mead, the 
designer ot the Lincoln monument, who 
was much pleased to find that I was per- 
sonally acquainted with Gov. Oglesby, 
and desired to be most kindly remembered 
to him. This afternoon we have spent at 
the Pitti Palace, and have had the benefit 
of our Chicago artist friend's knowledge 
in pointing out to us the most valuable 
pictures and statuary. Oh, what sights ' 
If one can only remember a fractional 
part of it all it will be an education in 
itself. We have much to see here yet, an d 
shall proceed from here to Venice when 
we have had a little more of this the 
cleanest Italian city we have yet been in.
